The laiter is employed in a boiling 
btote, in one or more )nyors, or it may be 
made to flame up before being used, the 
first being suitable for surfaces exposed to 
the air, while the second is appropriate in 
the case of parts intended to be covered 
up. This mi thod of treating foundations 
is declared to be of special utility iu all 
public buildings, particularly those de- 
signed for the preservation of works of 
art, preventing as it does exudations of 
water charg"d with lime salts from the 
Uiortar.—fju'y York Sun.

THE LONDON POLICE. 


WHAT 
ASSISTANT 
DISTRICT 
AT- 


TORNEY WELLMAN OBSERVED. 


The Force in the British Capital Some- 


thing to Be Proud Of—free from Po- 
litical "Pulls"—Promotion Dependent 
Wholly Upon Merit. 


During my visit to London I spent con- 


siderable time investigating tlic police 
force of that city. 


The history of the London police has 


yet to bo written, and a very curious record 
indeed would be that of the successive 
changes, always in the direction of im- 
provement, which have been made in the 
constitution, the discipline and the dreei 
of the metropolitan and city police sines 
the force, established by act 10 of George 
IV, cornmenopd duty on Sept. 39, 1839, 
Although the blundering and inefficient 
force of police constables had by this timo 
discarded their swallow tailed coats and 
their stovepipe hats, the city authorities, 
excepting for a very short period in 1848, 
hesitated to provide the force with any 
weapon whatsoever excepting a lantern 
and a rattle. 


Evun a? late as I860 the metropolitan 


police force numbered only 5,200 consta- 
bles, although, tha city had over 8,000,000 
inhabitants. At present its total strength 
is 14,081, maintained at a cost of n |ift]p 
over £1,000,000 ($3,000,000). %This civilian 
lirmy was practically founded by the sec- 
ond Sir Robert Peel while home secretary, 
and was bitterly opposed in the outset by 
a large section of the public press. The 
London police force, oucfl a national scan- 
dal, 
has now become, however, the pajv 


(lonable pride o£ every inhabitant of the 
city, 


At the head of this army of 14,000 police 


is a stale commissioner called the chief 
commissioner of police. He is appointed 
by the queen and holds his office for life. 
A general in the army of twenty years' 
Mnnding is always selected fop the place— 
Home soldier who has distinguished hirur 
self for his executive ability. The present 
ulileC commissioner ja oir Jiawartl iiraa- 
tord, K. 0. B., K, C. 3. T., who organized 
the king of Persia's cavalry some years 
ago. His salary is £2,500 or $12,500. This 
commissioner has the appointment of three 
assistant commissioners at a salary of 
£1,500 (87,500) and allowances of about 
Jt.'jOO ft year extra. These assistants are 
chosen funn the ranks of barristers who 
have distinguished tbeniselyea for upward 
of twelve years in the crinjlnal courts. 
Next in rank come four chief constables, 
who likewise must bo chosen from the list 
of army officers in good standing. 


There is btrjctly no politics in any of 


these appointments, and they are all for 
life or during good behavipr. It would, 
seem fitting to put an experienced army 
officer at the head of such a body of men 
and especially fitting to join with him as 
his assistants three experienced criminal 
lawyers. 


In addition to the 14,000 uniformed police 


there are 000 detectives and 500 mounted 
police, Tho depaitmcnt breed all their 
own horses, and they board in barracks- 
all bachelors belonging to the forco—at 
one shilling a week, 


The pay of nn oiiliimry constable is from 


thirty to thirty-six shillings ($7.50 to $9) a 
week. The detectives or inspectors receive 
f,]K? (i?925) a year, and £5 ($25) advance for 
each yeuj.1 of service for ten years and then. 
£10 advance for the next fifteen years. Aft- 
er twenty-five years' service they are pen- 
sioned for life on two-thirds pay. The ser- 
geants of police receive forty-five shillings 
($11.25) a week and are ou)y chcsen iron) 
the ranks of constables. Every one con- 
nected with the force, excepting the com- 
missioner and his assistants and the four 
chief constables, must rise in the service 
from the lowest ranks. 


No ordinary policeman is allowed to 


carry a revolver excepting in the suburbs, 
where revolvers are handed to the men 
^)ien going out 0n duty and are inspected 
each punning to see if any shot has been 
fired. Each office):' must jikewjse repprfr 
each use of his stick or truncheon. Thero 
is almost no drunkenness found among 
the force. Most of the men are recruits 
from thp ppuntry and are farmers' sons. 
Any policeman found intoxicated off serv- 
ice is put back from two to three years in 
rank and pay, and if found drunk while on 
service is discharged at once. 


Any one visiting London for the first 


time is stunned on week days by the tour 
billion of movement in its stre_ets and the 
constant eddies at all the great crossings 
fu the whirlpool of its business life such as 
no other city in the world can show, ft iq 
estimated that over 20,000 vehicles pass the 
Bank of England each day. Such a thing 
is a block or stoppage in the stream of ve- 
hicles for more than a moment is never al- 
lowed to occur, thanks to the skillful man- 
agement of the police under the present 
perfect system. 
There is an officer at 


nearly every street corner, and any driver 
or cabman who advances a yard beyond 
the upraised hand of the officer may expect 
to have his number taken and is certain to 
have a two pound fine to pay, If he drives 
on hie license is forfeited. This is not a, 
rule simply, for the law is invariably en- 
forced, and the consequence Is absolute 
order and freedom trom blocks. 


The police seldom use force. It is not 


necessary in a city where the laws are en- 
foiced with unfailing promptness and cer 
tainty. In consequence perhaps the most 
unruly class of men in the world—the 
London cabbies—stand in absolute awe of 
the police. This feeling is shared equally 
by all tradespeople. I was assured on the 
best authority that there was not a dis- 
orderly house or policy shop in the en- 
tire city of London with its 690 square 
miles and its streets and roads measuring 
p,600 miles in aggregate length and over 
5,000,000 inhabitants. It is commonly said 
pf London that there are more Scotchmen 
there than ID Edinburgh, more Irish than 
in Dublin, more Jews tjian jn Palestine 
and more Roman Cathpjics. fhan. in Rome. 
Nothing is allowed to be sold in thp way 
uf either food or drink after 12 o'clock, and 
tvery public restaurant or bar must 'be 
closed by 12:30. This rule is kept tq the 
very minute, or the license is forfeited. 
Nobody once convicted of even a misde- 
meanor can obtain a license for a bar or 
public house in London. 


The fidelity and bravery of the London 


police were well shown in 1884 when a 
couple pf officers on duty at the parlia- 
mentary building discovered a lighted 
dynamite cartridge in the hallway directly 
under the hall in which the bouse of com- 
mons was sitting at the time. The two 
pien seized the cartridge together and ran 
with it burning in their hands out into the 
open courtyara, where it exploded. Both 
men are crippes for life. Botft are deal and 
blind, and one has lost his reason, They 
were at once promoted to the rank of ser- 
geants and pensioned for life. One was 
summoned to Windsor castle, where the 
queen herself decorated him with the Al- 
bert medal. The officer who was confined 
to the hospital was then visited by the 
queen in person, who presented him with 
the Albert medal.—Francis L. WaUman in 
New Yurk Herald. 


BROWN AS A PUNCTUATOR. 


What Came of Trying a New Rapid 


Method of Learning the Rules. 


"Brown, my boy, there's nothing like^it. 


It's better than 'French in six weeks,' be- 
cause you can work it into yourself in a 
month, so that you can hardly say. or think 
anything without following the rule. Take 
this beautiful selection, which recalls our 
schoolboy days: 'The boy stood on the 


burulngTieck, comma, whence "all 'but lie 
had fled, semicolon; the flaaies that lit the 
the battle's wreck, comma, shone around 
him o'er the dead, period.' That's grand; 
that's iuspiriug. You have all the beauty 
and all the sentiment, and besides you 
punctuate as you go along, and so mingle 
the artistic and the useful." 


Brown was quite taken with this new 


plan for learning how to punctuate prop- 
erly. He had often felt like a brother to 
the fellow who wrote a book without any 
punctuation whatever, simply adding in 
an appendix a complete list of punctuation 
marks, from which the reader could select 
and punctuate as much or as little as he 
pleased. 


The first lesson went off swimmingly. 


Brown so fell into the spirit of it that as 
he walked up the street afterward he 
found himself soliloquizing: "I wonder, 
comma, if I had better get that paregoric, 
comma, for the baby, comma, before I go 
home, period. Perhaps, comma"— Then he 
slipped up on a piece of banana skin and 
went down fiat with fwp exclamation 
points and enough stars to equip several 
issues of a "blanket sheet." 


For the first time in his life he felt like 


using the "dash" and also making a dash 
for the miscreant who threw that murder- 
ous pee] there. Ho lay on the pavement 
long enough to denote, several paragraphs, 
then got up with difficulty and limped 
down the street. But the magic power of 
that first lesson was still upon him, and 
meeting a newsboy he began, "Well, com- 
ma, my boy, comma, have you The Star?

Orotava may, if he pleases, tickle his pal- 
ate at breakfast time with some of this 
"gofio." lie will not venture, like an ac- 
complished native, to take a handful of it 
and throw it down bis throat. It wou!4 
choke him almost to death if he did. The 
waiter will considerately offer it to him in 
warm milk or coffee, or mixed with a lit- 
tle honey in the form of a cake. It is ap- 
petizing enough with any one of those con- 
diments. The old Canarians mixed it with 
pot mutton fat, milk, honey or goat's but- 
ter. Their successors follow their exam* 
pie. The poorest people eat it with water 
only, seasoned by a pinch of salt, and upon 
this ineager-apecies of gruel many a Teue- 
ritan brings up a family ol seven or eight 
stout children at a cost of a few pence a 
week. 


The traveler in the islands will observe 


that his guide would as soon think of going 
without his shirt as without his little sack 
of "gofio," from which he now and again 
stays his ttomach with a fistful. In Paima 
to this day, and no doubt elsewhere also, 
an inexpensive sort of "gofio" is made out 
of the dried roots of the bracken which, 
abounds in the pine forests on the moun- 
tain slopes.—National Review,

A New Method of Wanning, 


A method of washing is being extensive- 


ly adopted in Germany and Belgium. One 
of its special advantages is that it counter- 
acts the ill effects of soda, which is much 
used in Europe upon linen. Two pounds 
of soda are dissolved in three gallons of 
water, and to this is added a teaspoonful 
of turpentine and three of liquid ammo- 
nia. When the mixture has been well 
stirred the linen is steeped in it for two or 
three hours. During the operation the 
vessel is closed as tightly as possible, and 
afterward the clothes are washed out and 
rinsed in the usual manner. 


The soap and water may be used again 


with the addition of half a teaspoonful of 
turpentine and a tablespoonful of ammo- 
nia. The process is said to save time, labor 
and fuel. As there is no necessity for rub- 
bing the linen scarcely suffers, and its 
cleanliness and color are perfect. The 
ammonia evaporates immediately, and the 
smell of the turpentine is said to disappear 
' entirely during the drying of the clothes.

A RIDICULOUS ARGUMENT PROMPT- 


LY PUNCTURED. 


The "Wages of Europe Are Lower Ab- 


solutely and Not Relatively Than in 
the United States—Some Striking State- 
ments "WUlch Are Unanswerable. 
The Tribune published a letter written 


to the New York' World by Mr. J. 
Schoenhof, -which it strongly indorsed, 
containing certain arguments in favor 
of free traclo. It was intended that tho 
following editorial should be printed in 
the same issue as the communication 
whose theories it controverted, but tho 
two got disunited: 


Mr. Sclioenhof s main contention is 


that the productivity of the American 
\vorkingman is far greater than that of 
his foreign competitor, and that this is 
•why his wages are higher, but that ho 
is paid no more than Europeans for the 
actual amount of work done. 


Schoenhof says that he found in min- 


ing coal that the German miner is paid 
but little more than one-half per ton 
what the American is paid—79 cents 
against $1.40 to $1.63 In Illinois to $1.77 
in Ohio per ton. Mining coal by the 
ton is piecework, and a workman makes 
wages in proportion to the amount of 
work he does. As the American gets 
about twice as much per ton he makes 
double the wages of the German coal 
miner. This simple fact places Schoen- 
hof's arguments hors de combat, so to 
speak.

What he has to pay 
for work is the thing which interests 
him, and it is the sum he has to pay the 
woikiuan, and not the number of hours 
or miuutos the workman is employed, 
which fixes the price the employer asks 
for the goods made in his factory, 


Tho wages of compositors in Chicago 


are nearly double what they are in Eng- 
land, and the price per 1,000 ems is also 
about double. Supposing it to be true, 
which it is not, that the American com- 
positor working by the 1,000 ems is twice 
as swift as the English one, wliat differ- 
ence would that make to the employer 
when he has to pay twice as much for 
filling a column as the English employer 
does? It would be for tho interest of the 
newspaper to employ the English com- 
positors at a shilling per 1,000 ems, 
vvliloLi jo cvTjo-ut tlioir pay. 
Tko quantity 


of matter to be set up -would bo tuo 
same in both cases, but the cost of com- 
position would be reduced a half. The 
English printers might hare to work 
longer hours or moro of them might 
liavo to be employed, but neither of those 
things would affect the total cost of com- 
position. That would depend solely on 
tho rate per thousand. 


It follows then that where work is 


paid for by the piece the employer is 
concerned only about what he pays for 
the work done, and not the length of 
time it takes tho workman to do it. 


It appears from tho various reports on 


labor in foreign countries that all piece- 
work is paid for at far lower rates there 
than here. Furthermore, the prices paid 
for piecework legulate and govern to a 
great extent those paid for work by the 
day or hour. The price paid a working- 
man for his day's labor is based on an 
estimate of what the average man 
would do if he worked by the piece. 
It 


is a midway figure between what the 
best and the poorer workman would 


Hence it will be seen that the lower 


wages of Europe are lower absolutely 
and not relatively. They are not lower 
because the men work slower, but be- 
cause they get less for each yard of cloth 
they spin, each ton of coal they mine, 
each pound of stoel or square foot of 
glass they make, each 1,000 ems of type 
they set, and so on to tho end of the 
chapter. 


It is claimed by the free traders that 


tho operatives in American cotton mills 
tend moro looms and spindles than those 
in foreign factories. Supposing it to be 
so, those operatives are but a very 
small per cent, of the total number of 
workingmen and women in the United 
States. 


But to end this controversy with a 


final and convincing argument, the fact 
remains that nearly all the competitive 
goods made in Europe, no matter what 
their "cost of production" may be, are 
offered for sale by those who make them 
at prices much below those asked for 
similar goods made in this country. 
Why? Not because the foreign manu- 
facturers are satisfied with much lower 
profits; not because they get their raw 
materials much more cheaply, or be- 
cause transportation costs them less, but 
because they pay less per yard or pound 
to their labor for the products turned 
out. And that is just why they can 
undersell American manufacturers if 
the protective duties are taken off, and 
ruin their business, close them up and 
drive them from the field, unless Amer- 
ican workmen will consent to reduce 
their wages about to the per cent, of the 
protection which Democratic free trad- 
ers would repeal.—Chicago Tribune.

The usual sea passages from the Conti- 


nent to Britain, Strabo tells us, were those 
from the mouths of the Rhino, Beino, Loire 
and Garonne, besides that from Wissant, 
which Julius Csesar had used 
The ex- 


ports were corn, cattle, gold, silver, Iron, 
Bkins slaves nnd trained hounds (which 
the Gauls used for purposes of war), while 
the imports were ivory bracelets and neck 
laces, amber, glass vessels and small 
wares 
Diodorus, the Sicilian, a contem- 


porary of the last writer, informs us that 
great quantities of tin were exported from 
Britain (which, by the way, he carefully 
distinguishes from the Cassltendes), and 
that the people of Cornwall made the tin 
into pigs of a knucklebone shape and car 
ried them on wagons to an island called 
Ictis, which Mr Tylor identifies with Bern- 
bridge in the Isle of Wight and Mr Klton 
with Thanet 
At Ictis merchants bought 


tho tin and carried it to tho opposite coast 
of Gaul, whence it was transported over- 
land on pack horses a thirty days' journey 
to Marseilles, Narbonne and tho mouth of 
the Rhone 


The museum in Jermyn Btreet contains 


a model of an ancient block of tin, meas- 
uring 2 feet 11 inches long and 11 inches 
broad It roughly answers she description 
of a knucklebone although it'bears a 
ranch stronger resemblance to one of those 
common objects of the seashore called 
"sailors' purses," the four projecting arms 
serving as a means of carrying it or lash
